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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to the Double-Patenting rejections, 
Applicant provides alternative definitions of Peripherial Vascular Disease, various characteristics of the of cerebral circulation to argue that 
the cerebral circulation is not the same peripherial circulation, and arguments that PVD affects the leg, rather than other tissues, citing more 
references, and arguing that peripheral vascular disease is is "the medical name given to a group of problems that cause poor circulation to 
the feet and legs (pp. 2-3 of the After Final Response). Such is not persuasive because (i) Applicant did not provide a definition for PVD in 
their specificaiton, and hence, the Examiner is required to use a reasonable definition that provides adequate breadth (ii) the definitions 
directly conflict in the art, (iii) the characteristics of the brain circulation are simply not pertinent to the fact that it is nonetheless peripheral to 
the cardiac circulation; and (iv) the definition provided by the Examiner in the Official Action of 3/3/08 specifically states that "PVD is 
sometimes incorrectly used as a synonym for peripheral artery disease (PAD)". It is clear that PAD is not PVD, and hence, is broader 
than those disorders associated with the legs. Hence, the rejection is properly maintained. Finally, Applicant has not provided proof that 
the definition utilized by the Exmainer is wrong, and the Artisan would know it was wrong. Applicant argues that Isner is not enabled for 
HGF gene administration, citing various references, and that therefore, Isner is not a proper reference (pp. 4-5 of the After Final Response). 
Such is simply not persuasive. It is clear that Isner's claims specifically encompass the same methods, and it is beyond the Examiner's 
ability to question the validity of the Isner patent. Isner is, prima facia, enabled because it is an issued patent. Applicant may persue the 
validity of Isner by challenging the Isner patent, not by asking the Examiner to determine it is not enabled. 
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
